I believe 
the leaders of the Allied nations will 
be surprised if during the coming 
summer they do not strike such a 
blow as—with other considerations 
which prevail—will lead the war to 
close on lines entirely satisfactory 
for us and our Allies,” 

The Earl of Derby, Secretary of 
State for War, speaking at Bolton 
expressed the firm opinion that the 
critical period of the war would oc- 
cur-in the next few months. “I 
would be a false friend,” he said, “if 
I did not warn the country that this 
war is going to be long continued, 
and the struggle even more bitter 
than in the past. It can only be won 
by everyone do his utmost. 

“The three things most vital are 
money, men and munitions. Money 
jand munitions are being supplied in 
large quantities. Men we want and 
riust have! The nation will have to 
make greater sacrifices in the way 
of giving of its manhood to fight its 
battles, 
| “I am as confident as anyone of 
the eventual result, but do not be 
led y into the too great optimism 
of thinking that the end is near. 
| “I believe we are going to see the 
Critical period of the war in the next 
few months. We must face it with 
courage. I confidently predict it will 
lve a successful six months for us, but 
at the same time I do not think it 
will be a walk-over. 

“You must receive bad news equ« 
ily with good news, with the same 
courage, the same gameness, and the

The suppresson of first- 
hand reports implies that there is 
something to suppress.

NORTH-WEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of @ family or any male over 1¢ 

years old, may homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear in persou 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the district. Entry by proxy may be made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency, but not sub-agency on 
certain conditions. 

Dutles—Six months residence upon and cultivation 
of the land in each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres on certain conditions, A 
habitable house is required except where residence 
is performed in the vicinity 

In certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
ing may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his 
homestead. Price $3.00 per acre, 

DutiesSix months residence in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent also 50 acres 
extracultivation. Pre-emption patent may be obtain- 
ed assoon as homestead patent on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead right 
may take a purchased homestead in certain districts. 
Price $3.00 per acre- Duties~Must reside six 
months in each of three years cultivate fifty acres 
and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough scrubby or stony land. Live Stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions
